REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 


1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the limitation of each 
of the carrier disks is mounted with the aid of fastening means on a circumferential ring of a 
wheel-shaped basic carrier which in turn is connected to the driving shaft, the radius on which the 
fastening means lie which connect the basic carrier to the carrier disk is approximately on half the 
width of the ring-shaped working disk, was not found in the prior art.
